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BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  REPORT 

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION -JUNE  3,  796/      j 

Under  our  new  constitution  all  business  of  the  Association  is  conducted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Thus  the  annual  dinner  is  not  burdened  with  extensive  discus- 
sions and  deliberations  and  those  attending  may  relax  and  enjoy  the  occasion. 

The  Boardmeetings  are  open  and  all  actions  taken  are  recorded  in  the  Minutese 
which  are  available  for  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times.  Three  meetings  have  been 
held  during  the  year  and  it  is  felt  a  report  in  capsule  form  may  be  of  interest. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  Alumni  office, 
with  the  view  of  correcting  deficiencies,  increasing  efficiency  and  more  effectively 
executing  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Association.  The  Committee  gave  much 
time  and  thought  to  its  task  and  as  a  result  of  its  findings  and  recommendations, 
several  improvements  relating  to  quarters,  equipment,  office  system,  address  records 
and  personnel  have  already  been  made.  The  study  is  continuing  and  a  long  range 
plan  for  the  future  is  expected  to  evolve. 

With  the  view  of  increasing  the  structural  strength  of  the  Association,  efforts  have 
been  directed  through  selected  Board  Members  and  appropriate  Committees  to  bring 
about  more  effective  class  organization,  and  the  organization  of  more  local  Alumni 
chapters.  Programs  for  class  reunions,  meetings  of  class  leaders,  and  formation  of 
new  local  chapters  have  been  initiated  and  plans  have  been  made  to  intensify  activity 
in  such  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  is  charged  with  responsibility  for  conducting  the  annual  Layalty  Fund 
Program.  The  results  for  the  year  are  now  known.  For  the  first  time  ever  an  amount 
goal  has  been  set — and  reached.  The  goal  was$12,000  and  the  total  exceeded  that  figure. 
The  700  goal  set  for  number  of  contributors  fell  short,  but  even  so  it  now  appears  the 
total  number  will  be  more  than  double  our  best  record.  More  important,  the  Board 
feels,  we  have  a  sound,  long  range  program  underway  and  assurance  of  continuity  of ; 
successful  administration. 

Two  years  ago  the  Association  established  under  appropriate  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  a  policy  of  recognition  for  achievement  and  service  by  giving 
annually  one  Distinguished  Alumni  Award  and  not  more  than  five  Distinguished 
Service  Awards.  It  is  contemplated  that  the  Distinguished  Alumni  Award  be  pre- 
sented to  a  man  or  woman  who  has  attended  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  whose 
accomplishments  in  some  particular  field  of  endeavor,  community  citizenship,  and 
moral  stature  are  such  as  to  reflect  favorably  the  educational  and  character  building 
aims  of  the  College,  and  the  Distinguished  Service  Awards  to  groups,  families,  organi- 
zations, business  establishments,  corporations  or  individuals  who  have  rendered  out- 
standing service  to  the  College. 

The  recipients  of  these  awards  are  selected  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and,  for  obvious  reasons,  the  committee  must  remain  anonymous.  The  two  com- 
mittees which  have  served  thus  far  have  found  need  for  the  help  of  the  membership 
of  the  Association  as  a  whole  to  minimize  the  possibility  of  a  logical  nominee  being 
overlooked  in  its  deliberations  and  selection  processes.  All  members  of  the  Associ- 
ation will  be  encouraged  to  call  attention  to  any  logical  candidate.  A  full  explana- 
tion of  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  awards  and  procedures  for  offering  suggestions 
will  appear  shortly  in  the  Alumni  bulletin. 

The  retiring  Officers  and  Directors  desire  to  thank  the  Association  for  the  privilege 
of  serving  on  the  Board,  to  express  appreciation  to  the  many  individual  members 
who  have  given  of  their  time  and  talent  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association 
during  the  year  and  ask  your  full  cooperation  with  the  new  Board  during  the 
coming  year.

Auditorium  at  10: 00  A.M.  Monday,  June  5. 


COLLEGE  CENTER  PLANS  OUT  FOR  BIDS 

Final  approval  of  the  detailed  drawings  and  specifications  for  the  new  College  Center 
was  given  by  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
a  meeting  on  August  24.  The  plans  have  been  issued  to  contractors  and  bids  will 
be  received  by  the  Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee  on  October  4. 

Completion  of  the  plans  was  delayed  by  some  late  revisions  which  were  desired 
to  improve  the  lay-out  for  space  utilization  in  certain  areas  and  others  which  were 
necessary  in  an  effort  to  reduce  construction  costs.  The  revisions  do  not  reduce 
the  size  of  the  building  or  eliminate  any  of  its  facilities,  as  described  in  the  March, 
1961,  issue  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin.  As  now  designed,  the  total  cost  of  the  building 
and  equipment  is  estimated  to  approximate  $750,000. 

To  finance  this  project,  a  $400,000  loan  from  the  Federal  Government  through  the 
College  Housing  program  has  been  approved,  and  $200,000  of  College  funds  from  the 
^955  campaign  has  been  appropriated.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  College  to  pro- 
ride  additional  funds  for  the  cost  above  $600,000. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  tentatively  set  for  October  10,  in  the 
lope  that  contracts  can  be  awarded  at  that  time.  It  is  estimated  that  about  four- 
een  months  will  be  required  for  construction. 

Food  services  will  be  operated  in  a  vacated  and  remodeled  hosiery  mill  building 
uring  the  period  of  construction.  The  College  purchased  the  Brown  Hosiery  Mill 
>roperty,  directly  across  Eighth  Avenue,  N.  E.,  from  Mauney  Music  Building,  several 
rionths  ago,  on  which  is  located  one  residence  and  the  mill  building. 

The  transfer  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  room  to  the  temporary  quarters  was  made 
letween  the  close  of  the  summer  session  and  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  Meals  are 
>eing  served  cafeteria  style  in  the  temporary  dining  hall.

AIKEN  RESIGNS  AS  ALUMNI  SECRETARY 

Earl  L.  Aiken  has  resigned  his  position  as  director  of  public  relations  and  alumni 
secretary  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  college,  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer  has  announced. 

Mr.  Aiken  has  excepted  an  appointment  with  the  federal  Government,  and  will 
terminate  his  services  on  the  administrative  staff  of  the  College  Sept.  30. 

The  office,  which  combines  responsibility  for  public  relations  and  alumni  affairs, 
was  established  as  a  full-time  position  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  October  1950,  and  has 
been  held  continuously  by  Mr.  Aiken. 

During  his  tenure  of  11  years  he  has  developed  and  expanded  the  system  for  re- 
porting college  news  and  other  information  through  the  press,  periodicals,  radio, 
television  and  other  media  of  public  information.  His  releases  ranged  from  routine 
reporting  of  personal  items  to  a  student's  hometown  paper  to  articles  for  the  wire 
services  and  feature  stories  for  state  and  national  publications. 

In  the  area  of  alumni  activities,  Mr.  Aiken  has  developed  and  supervised  the 
system  of  personal  data  files,  edited  the  alumni  Bulletin,  prepared  various  periodic 
mailings  to  former  students,  directed  the  Loyalty  Fund  for  annual  contributions  and 
assisted  in  the  formation  and  operation  of  local  chapters  of  the  Alumni  .Association. 

In  commenting  on  the  resignation,  president  Cromer  stated:  "As  director  of  public 
relations  and  alumni  affairs,  Mr.  Aiken  has  produced  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the 
college  within  the  family  circle  of  alumni  and  constituents  and  also  has  made  Lenoir 
Rhyne  more  widely  known  in  other  areas.  He  has  established  connections  and  lines 
of  communication  which  will  be  of  permanent  value  to  the  institution.  His  service 
has  been  characterized  by  a  deep  devotion  to  his  alma  mater  and  an  ardent  enthus- 
iasm for  her  progress  and  success.  The  best  wishes  of  his  colleagues  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
will  accompany  him  and  his  family  in  his  new  position." 

President  Cromer  said  that  a  successor  to  Mr.  Aiken  has  not  yet  been  selected, 
but  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  college  officials  to  fill  the  position  without  delay. 
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Directing  Committee  Selected  for  1963  Campaign 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  appointed  a  Directing  Committee  for  the  $2,000,000 
capital  funds  campaign  for  Lenoir  Rhyne,  scheduled  for  1963.  This  committee  is 
responsible  for  formulating  the  general  plans  and  policies  for  the  appeal  which  will 
be  conducted  among  the  entire  college  constituency. 

Included  on  the  committee  are  Leonard  Moretz,  chairman;  the  Reverend  C.  Marion 
Starr,  secretary;  and  the  following  additional  members:  Malcolm  M.  Palmer,  LL.D.,; 
the  Reverend  John  W.  Cobb;  the  Reverend  Frank  K.  Efird,  D.D.,;  Grover  Ritchie; 
J.  Frank  Lipe;  Glenn  E.  Ketner;  Henry  Von  Oesen;  Carl  F.  Mauney;  Wallace  Gee  and 
Herbert  N.  Thomas.  Ex  officio  members  are  President  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.,  of  the 
Synod;  Chairman  Harry  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  President 
Voigt  R.  Cromer,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  of  the  College. 

The  campaign  was  approved  by  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  at  its  1959  convention,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In 
its  1961  convention  the  Synod  authorized  the  Board  of  the  College  to  proceed  with  the 
preliminary  phases  of  the  campaign  in  the  fall  of  1962. 

The  Directing  Committee  has  already  held  two  meetings,  June  16  and  August  30, 
at  which  consideration  has  been  given  to  basic  plans,  the  selection  of  general  chairmen, 
and  the  selection  of  professional  assistance. 

The  campaign  will  raise  funds  urgently  needed  for  dormitories  and  administrative 
offices,  enlargement  of  library,  stadium  improvements,  additional  land,  and  increased 
endowment.

to  use  radioactive  isotopes  and  teach  the  Ten-Hour  Instrument  Operators  Course. 

Courses  covered  fundamentals  of  radiation  and  radioactivity,  biological  effects  of 
radiation,  radiation  instrumentation  and  dosimetry,  principles  of  radiation  safety, 
maximum  permissible  exposure  limits  and  MPC  in  air  and  water,  calculation  of  dose, 
radiation  shielding,  handling  methods,  decontamination  and  waste  disposal,  monitoring 
techniques,  and  physical  results  of  nuclear  explosions;  laboratory  emphasis  will  be 
on  radiological  instrumentation. 
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Homecoming  for  1961  was  planned  with  a  varied  list  of  activities 
during  the  early  part  of  the  summer  by  a  special  committee.  These  will 
include  registration  which  will  start  at  10:00  in  Monroe  Auditorium;  a 
mammoth  parade  of  floats  and  bands  at  2:  30  P.M.  and  a  barbecue  dinner 
which  will  be  served  in  the  college  dining  hall  from  5:30  to  7:30. 

The  homecoming  gang  with  Guilford  College  will  be  played  at  8:  00 
on  College  field.  The  queen  will  be  crowned  at  half-time  ceremonies 
during  the  game.

Mrs.  John  A.  Ritchie  of  Taylorsville  and  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  was  selected  as  one  of  twenty-five  college  mathematics  teachers  to 
attend  a  conference  at  the  University  of  Arkansas,  August  14-  September  1. 

The  objectives  of  the  Conference  were: 

(1)  Improvement  of  subject-matter  competence  of  participating  teachers; 

(2)  Bringing  these  teachers  into  contact  with  prominent  mathematicians, 
who  will  participate  in  the  Institute,  to  stimulate  enthusiasm  and  in- 
crease professional  prestige; 

(3)  Study  of  new  secondary-school  mathematics  curricula  and  consideration 
of  the  implications  of  these  and  similar  developments  in  teacher-training 

methods —  in  particular  a  study  of  the  CUPM  recommendations  for  the 
training  of  teachers; 

(4)  Improvement  of  communication  and  mutual  understanding  of  common 
teaching    problems    through    day-to-day    informal    contact    among    the 

participating  teachers.

At  tailback,  where  ail-American  Lee 
Farmer  graduated,  last  year's  reserve 
Tony  McClamrock  and  Marcus  Midgett, 
moved  from  wingback,  are  taking  up  the 
slack  and  Coach  Clarence  Stasavich  seems 
pleased  with  their  progress. 

At  the  pivot,  Howard  Barnhardt,  a  200 
pound  transfer  from  Wake  Forest,  is  un- 
tried. However,  experience  may  be  all 
he  needs  to  fill  the  bill.  Phil  Burns  and 
Marion  Kirby,  both  lettermen  there  last 
year,  are  back.

Dr.  R.  J.  Swanson,  head  of  the  Bible 
Department  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  has 
just  returned  from  a  meeting  at  Emory 
University,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  where  he  is 
serving  on  the  Patristics  Committee, 
which  is  gathering  relevant  data  from 
writings  of  the  Church  Fathers  and  their 
quotations  of  the  New  Testament. 

Dr.  Swanson  explained  that  this  com- 
mittee has  been  in  existance  since  1946 
and  is  cooperating  with  other  committees 
for  the  purpose  of  publishing  a  new  criti- 
cal edition  of  the  Greek  New  Testament 
Text.  This  committee  has  just  authorized 
the  printing  of  one  chapter  of  the  mater- 
ails  gathered  in  research  of  the  Gospel  of 
Luke  in  order  that  it  may  be  sent 
out  to  all  leading  New  Testament  Scho- 
lars around  the  world  for  criticisms  and 
suggestions  prior  to  publishing  the  entire 
Gospel. 

Other  members  of  the  Committee  are 
Dr.  G.  D.  Kilpatrick,  Prof,  of  New  Testa- 
ment at  the  University  of  Oxford,  rep- 
resenting the  British  Committees;  and  Dr. 
E.  C.  Colwell,  of  the  Southern  California 
School  of  Theology  who  is  chairman  of 
the  American  Committees.  Those  other 
than  Dr.  Swanson  in  attendance  were: 
Prof.  Ken  Clark  of  Duke  University, 
Prof.  Alan  Wikgren,  University  of  Chi- 
cago; Prof.  Bruce  Metzger  of  Princeton 
University;  Prof.  Morton  Enslin  of  Crozier 
Theological  Seminary;  Prof.  Jacob  Geer- 
lings  of  the  University  of  Utah  and  Prof. 
Harold  Murphy  of  the  University  of 
Penna. 

Haupt  and  Frye  are  the  most  prominent 
names  Stasavich  and  assistant  Hanley 
Painter  can  call  upon.

Defensively,  Lenoir  Rhyne  should  be 
about  as  strong  as  last  year's  NAIA 
championship  eleven.  Offensively,  LR 
won't  be  quite  as  dangerous  with  the  tal- 
ented Farmer  gone.

Mr.  Lewis  Carpenter,  President  of  the  general  Alumni  Association  announced  that 
Mr.  Ripple  has  agreed  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  1961-62  Loyalty  Fund  campaign 
for  which  a  goal  of  $18,000  was  set  last  year  by  the  Chairman's  Loyalty  Fund 
Committee.
